Faces GHI Membership

An averageincrease in monthly charges of about 10 percent 
is indicated in the first go-around of the 1977 budget prepared 
by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. manager Roy Breashears. The board, 
which received the budget at a special meeting on October 12, 
has yet to act on it and will have two membership hearings 
before taking final action. These information meetings are sched¬ 
uled for November 3 and 4, at the board offices. 

Many items contribute to the required to approve the budget, if 


proposed $330,00 increase in the 
million budget. This increase, 
which comes to about 12 percent 
in terms of operating costs, equals 
16,4 percent when related to total 
charges which include amortiza¬ 
tion payments. The increase will be 
ronghly the same for the brick and 
f rmmr homes. 

Breakdown of Increase 

(1) About a third of the increase 
is attributable to payroll costs. Pro¬ 
posed cost-of-living and grade ad¬ 
justments account for half this in¬ 
crease. The other half is accounted 
for by rising fringe benefit costs 

— workmen’s compensation, un¬ 
employment insurance, social secur¬ 
ity, pension, and hospitalization. 

(2) One-fifth of the increase is 
attributable to higher water and 
sewer rates and to higher trash 
collection fees. During the past 
year water and sewer rates rose 
from $1,23 per 1,000 gallons to $1.60 
aatd are expected to increase to 
more than $2.00 by next July. The 
city has increased its trash col¬ 
lection fee from $5.00 to $5.50 per 
month per home, 

(I) Another fifth of the increase 
is attributable to real estate taxes. 
The amount of refund left over 
from last year’s successful tax ap¬ 
peal for application to 1977 charges 
was not as great ($82,000) as in 
lfrTS ($100,000). In addition, GHI 
anticipates an increase in county 
tax rates. 

(4) The remaining one-fourth of 
the increase is attributable mainly 
to inflationary rises in the costs 
of material, electricity, and insur¬ 
ance and the additional amounts 
required for repayment of capital 
improvement loans. 

Fuel Savings 

The $330,000 rise would have been 
greater if it were not for the ener¬ 
gy conservation program which is 
expected to reduce fuel oil costs by 
$12,000 in 1977 (below 1976 budgdt 
figures). This $12,000 savings di¬ 
vides equally between brick and 
frame homes. 

Another item that is expected to 
be lower in 1977 than in 1976 

— by some $18,000 — is contract 
w#rk, which the corporation is able 
to perform itself with the addi-

Current Status Of 
GHI Tax Appeal

Here they go again, folks, but 
with a difference. The 1975 tax 
assessment of $12,351*350 for 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. was protes¬ 
ted, as in past years, at the county 
level. GHI lost there, and on May 
10, 1976, Albert Ginsberg, GHI’s 
attorney filed an appeal with the 
State. Sounds familiar, doesn’t it 
— -it has happened so often in the 
past. GHI habitually loses at the 
county level and wins on appeal. 

This time there is a difference; 
for the first time, the county has 
intervened and is going all out at 
the State level to prevent a GHI 
win on appeal. GHI will be opposed 
in its appellate case not only by 
the Attorney General for the State, 
but also by attorneys for Prince 
Georges county. 

Why does GHI keep on protest¬ 
ing the assessment and why does 
the assessor start all over again 
with the same type of assessment 
next year after GHI has won the 
appeal? 

The tax assessor says he is using 
sales prices of GHI houses for his 
assessment. GHI contends that 
the sales of GHI units are not true - 
sales and the price a member pays 
for his unit includes a value for his 
aliquot part of the common areas, 
common walkways, GHI manage¬ 
ment and office buildings, boat and 
trailer parking yards, GDC apart¬ 
ments, etc., all of which are also 
separately assessed and taxed to 
the corporation, which tax ends 
up in members’ monthly charges. 

Therefore, GHI contends that 
the use of a full sales price of a 
unit for the assessment results in 
double taxation for that portion of 
the sales price which represents 
a share of other real property owned 
by the corporation. Furthermore, a 
unit’s sales price also includes a 
member’s share of the reserves, 
which, GHI claims, should not be 
a base for real estate taxes, since 
reserves are not real property. 

GHI has never been zoned nor has 
it ever been approved as a planned 
community, because the Federal 
Government, when it built the ori¬ 
ginal Greenbelt, did not feel it was 
subject to such local restrictions. 
The prices for which the units are 
being sold are higher than they 
would be in such a non-conformist 
situation except that part of the 
price represents an interest In the 
other assets of GHI. 

The assessor says also that he is 
checking his assessments by using 
replacements cost less depreciation, 
but the depreciation he is allowing 
in his calculations, GHI believes, 
is far less than it should be for 
buildings constructed in the late 
30's and early 40‘s. 

So much for the 1975 tax case. 
The assessment for 1976. of $12,- 
762,676 effective July 1, 1976 is 
based on the same formulas and 
theories and for reasons stated 
ebov", GHT has protested it. That 
erre ; s now at the county level.

3 Alternatives Considered 
For Balt-Wash. Parkway 

According to a report in the 
Prince George’s Sentinel the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) has 
reduced to three the number of 
alternatives it will consider for the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 

(1) To expand the existing park¬ 
way to six lanes from Route 450 
(Annapolis Road) north to 1-495 
(Capital Beltway) and from the 
Baltimore city line south to Rte. 
T-95. The area in between would be 
slated for staged construction and 
would not be widened at the same 
time. The cost of this alternative 
is approximately $162 million; 

(2) To expand the parkway to 
six lanes entirely from Washing 
ton to Baltimore. The cost: approx¬ 
imately $205 million. Eliminated 
£rom this alternative was the pro¬ 
posal to widen the parkway to eight 

‘ lanes between Washington and Rte. 
450 to provide for bus lines during 
rush hour. 

(3) To do nothing at all, but to 
assess what impact leaving the 
parkway as it is will have on the 
volume of traffic. 

The SHA has also dropped from 
the interim alternatives a plan to 
allow trucks to travel on the park¬ 
way south of Rte. 175. Currently 
trucks are only allowed to use the 
parkway from Baltimore City south 
to Rte. 175. 

Public hearings on the three al¬ 
ternatives -are expected to be held 
in late spring or early summer, 
1977.

Elderly Housing May 
Take 30 Months

It will take from 9 to 15 months 
before construction can begin on 
housing for the elderly, a disap¬ 
pointed city council learned on 
Wednesday, Oct 13, from its con¬ 
sultants. Robert Silverwood, rep¬ 
resenting Metropolitan Associates 
Development Corporation; outlined 
for council the many steps that are 
necesary. Construction itself can 
take another 12-15 months. 

The first step is the selection 
of an architect which may take as 
long as two months. Then another 
two months may be needed to pre¬ 
pare and file feasibility applica¬ 
tions along with schematic draw¬ 
ings of the project to the State 
and the U.S. Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development, Then, 
Silverwood said, one probably has 
to allow 6 to 8 weeks for design de¬ 
velopment and another 8 to 10 
weeks for working drawings. Some 
time must also be allowed for the 
State to review the material and 
give its approval. 

The preparation and signing of 
closing documents may take ano¬ 
ther month. At this point, the State 
must float bonds for financing the 
project — which generally takes 
about 7 weeks. Silverwood also 
cautioned that delays may occur 
all along the way. 

Prefer Non-Profit Corporation 

At its Monday, October 18 meet¬ 
ing, city council authorized the 
manager to notify the State of its 
intention to proceed with the pro ¬ 
ject and to start the ball rolling 
with respect to hiring of an archi¬ 
tect. This was done after an hour 
discussion on the type of owner¬ 
ship arrangement to use. 

The council unanimously decided 
to establish or sponsor a non-profit 
corporation under the control of 
the city to construct and operate 
the elderly housing facility. This 
method was considered preferable 
to that of the city’s directly own 
ing and operating the project be¬ 
cause legal liability would then be 
restricted to the assets of the cor¬ 
poration. In addition, it was felt 
that the impact on city staff and 
council time would be less if the 
non-profit corporation Was there 
to serve as an intermediary in 
handling housing decisions, prob¬ 
lems and complaints. 

Another alternative discussed was 
that of city < -ri ? into a joint 
venture with a private developer. 
Under this arrangement, which 
was favored by the. consultant, 
the developer would be putting up 
capital to meet pre-development 
costs and making available his 
knowledge and experience. After 
20 years, say, the ownership of the 
propertv would revert to the city. 

The council unanimously felt that 
this alternative was less preferable 
than the use of a. non-profit cor¬ 
poration since so much depended 
on relationships developed with the 
developer. It was thought that the 
consultant could provide many of 
the services that a developer would 
provide. Also, complexities were 
foreseen which might involve com¬ 
plicated legal arrangements and 
contracts. 

In a related matter, the council 
proposed the setting up of a 9- 
member Advisory Committee on 
Elderly Housing, consisting of 7 
citizens and two representatives, 
one from the council and one from 
management. The committee would 
review, make recommendations, 
and' prepare comments on design 
features, tenant selection policies, 
financial cons ; derations. and es¬ 
tablishment of management poli-

Background 

The background was this, Th* 
city received last month a pre¬ 
liminary plan of subdivision te 
divide the Springhill Lake indus¬ 
trial tract into four parcels. Vte* 
same preliminary plan had bee*i 
filed and approved earlier and the 
city assumed that the refiling was 
done in order to avoid an expira¬ 
tion date. Preliminary plan appro¬ 
vals are valid for only a limited 
period of time and because of 
sewer moratorium no further ac¬ 
tion had been taken by the tic- 
veloper on the industrial tract. 

What the city didn’t know was 
that the plan was being filed fejy 
the owner as a means of removing 
the tract from the tax rolls on thf* 
grounds that the land was being 
considered for a METRO subway 
station for the Greenbelt “E” route. 
The notice to the city had the 
words “Reservation Plat” written 
on it, but this skipped by the city 
since MNCPPC did not specifically 
bring the matter to the attention 
of the city, Giese also stated that 
the city was not informed until 

the last minute that the matter 
would be taken up at the Oct. 14 
meeting. 

County Law 

Under the county law, thr 

MNCPPC is required in connec¬ 
tion with the filing of preliminary 
subdivision plans to determine the 
need for reserving for public use 
any of the land affected. The Com¬ 
mission had received word from 
METRO on September 22, 197f 

that the Springhill Lake industrial 

tract was a proposed site for th* 
Greenbelt METRO station. A flush 
decision on the route is expected 
in the Spring of 1977, but in the 
meantime the developer was pre¬ 
cluded from developing the land. 

(The METRO plan as approved 
by the county council and execu¬ 
tive in March 1976 calls for a sfta 
tion with 2,700 parking spaces in 
the vicinity of the Capital beltway 
with access to be provided to the 
station through local roads and 
the Beltway. A storage yard would 
be located north of the Beltway 
between the Beltway and Sunny- 
side Avenue.) 

Placed in Reservation 

Faced with this situation, the 
Commission ‘staff recommended 
that the 50.7 acres be placed in 
reservation for 3 years, retroactive 
to July 1. 1976. , The law (Section 
12) provides that such public res¬ 
ervations shall be exempt from ah 
State, county, and local taxes dur¬ 
ing the reservation period. The 
city taxes on the 50.7 acres amoun¬ 
ted to $6,381.80 in the currertf year 

A formal resolution declaring the 
reservation still needs to be adop¬ 
ted by the Commission after public 
notice and possible hearing. Conn 
cil is expected to make known As 
displeasure at the procedures fol¬ 
lowed by the Commission in ihi* 
case. 

As for the substantive issiift, 
council felt that since it was in 
favor of the Greenbelt “E route 
terminating in the Springhill Lake 
area, it could not really protest 
the reservation. It however, won¬ 
dered about the timing since the 
plans for the METRO route re¬ 
main very controversial in that the 
State favors an alignment along 
the original 1-95 route (west of thf 
University of Maryland),

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Council Moves Ahead 
On Acquiring Land

The city council authorized the city manager at its October 
18 meeting to proceed with negotiations for the purchase of 28.4 
acres for parkland acquisition located in parcel 1 (the area be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Homes, Inc. property and the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway north of Northway). 


The acreage is needed partly to 
fulfill the agreement with the Fed¬ 
eral Government that the city will 
acquire 15 acres of parkland adja¬ 
cent to the 14-acre triangular wedge 
•f surplus Agricultural Research 
Center land deeded to Greenbelt 4 
years ago, and will develop a park 
plan for both tracts. It is proposed 
that a hiker-biker trail be devel¬ 
oped through the land. 

The city proposes to acquire a 
strip of land (24.3 acres) along the 
northern boundary of the city con¬ 
necting Laurel Hill Road to the 
surplus land and a second strip 
(4.1 acres) along the eastern boun¬ 
dary of the city connecting the sur¬ 
plus land to the Board ^of Educa¬ 
tion property adjacent to the old 
landfill at the end of Northway. 

Remaining proceeds of the $950,- 
•00 bond issue, together with Fed¬ 
eral open-space grant money of 
$126,400 and State money of $29,- 
300, is expected to provide the 
funds for the purchase. This pro¬ 
posal does not provide for the re¬ 
placement of the Ridge Road Cen¬ 
ter property, which will be dealt 
with later by council. 

Armory Parking 

Receiving complaints of parking 
congestion on the West Parking 
Lot that are attributable in part 
to day-long parking by commu¬ 
ters, the council considered a park¬ 
ing time limitation. Part of the dif¬ 
ficulty, said councilman Dick Pil- 
ski, is that the Greenbelt Armory 
has banned commuter parking 
since its lot was paved. He found 
this odd since the city lent its 
support to the funding of the pave¬ 
ment work. City manager James 
K. Giese was directed to make 
known the city’s dissatisfaction to 
the proper authorities. 

In the meantime, council tenta¬ 
tively agreed to draft an ordin¬ 
ance that would restrict parking 
to two hours between 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. (except Saturdays, Sundays, 
and holidays) in a portion of the 
West parking lot. 

Public Works Grant 

The city council learned of the 
possibility that Federal funds 
might be available under Economic 
Development Assistance Titje I 
funding for fhe construction of a 
5255,000 addition to the Municipal 
Building. This grant program pro¬ 
vides funding under the local pub¬ 
lic works capital development and 
investment program. 

The Federal Government will 
pay 100 percent of the cost of con¬ 
struction provided certain condi¬ 
tions are met. One is that the city 
must have men on the job within 
90 days of the award of the grant. 
Another is that the project will 
have no adverse affect on any his¬ 
torical area. 

Giese cautioned that the chan¬ 
ces of receiving the grant are not 
great. For the entire State, only 
$21 million are available and it 
has been estimated that there will 
be less than a dozen projects gran¬ 
ted funds throughout the State. 
Nevertheless, the council felt that 
the gamble was worth while and 
authorized ■ the manager to proceed 
with the application. 

As a result of this decision, the 
council had to speed up its ar¬ 
rangements with the architect, 
Dennis Madden, for preparation of 
final plans for the addition. If the 
city is to receive a public works 
grant, it must be prepared to un¬ 
dertake construction next spring, 
and complete plans will have to be 
ready by January 1. The council 
also approved an additional ex¬ 
pense of $2,500 for work related to 
submitting the application for the 
public works grant, 

Qthfr Matters 

Council received a complaint re¬ 
garding its curb and gutter pro¬ 
gram for Ridge Road. Gordon Al¬ 
len said that the program was not 
in accord with the esthetic design 
of original Greenbelt and suggest¬ 
ed substituting shallow curbing. 
City will take the matter under 
advisement . . . Tony Hausner has 
resigned from the Council of Gov¬ 


ernments’ Human Resources Citi¬ 
zens Advisory Committee because 
of conflict of schedule. 


School Bd. Bans 
Transfers Again 

At another heated meeting on 
October 14, the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education decided 
once and for all to prohibit the 
transfers of 34 students — mostly 
white — from Fairmont Heights 
senior high school to the new Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt senior high school. 

A five-member majority of the 
board - Lesley Kreimer, Maureen 
Steinecke, Chester Whiting, Jesse 
Warr and Norman Saunders ad¬ 
hered to the advice of its attorney 
“that permitting the transfers 
could be construed as a ‘govern¬ 
mental act' of resegregation.” The 
board has been stepping carefully 
to avoid taking any action that 
could trigger a reopening of the 
court case which brought forced 
busing to Prince Georges in Janu¬ 
ary 1973. 

The 34 Fairmont Heights stu¬ 
dents had been among youngsters 
from throughout -the county who 
had applied under the open enroll¬ 
ment program for the chance to 
fill 213 classroom seats at Roose¬ 
velt reserved for first-come, first- 
served applicants countywide. 

Over the summer the board had 
upheld the Superintendent of 
Schools’ recommendation to deny 
any applications from Fairmont 
Heights, out of concern that they 
could tip the racial balance there 
to a majority black in violation of 
the Warr-Steinecke resolution of 
May 26, 1975 and thus be considered 
an action taken by the board to 
resegregate the school. 

This resolution provided that no 
new school will open below 10 
percent black or above 50 percent 
black, and that no new school will 
be permitted to tip other schools 
beyond these percentages (at least 
for the first year). 

In late August the board approved 
a resolution saying that if Septem 
ber 30 enrollment figures revealed 
that the transfers to Roosevelt 
would not result in “tipping", it 
would approve them. But those 
figures, which the board received 
at its October 7 meeting, showed 
Fairmont Heights already had tip¬ 
ped, even without the transfers. 
The question then became whether 
to create a further racial imbalance 
there would invite court reinterven¬ 
tion in Prince Georges. The 
board’s attorney advised that the 
courts had never addressed the 
question; thus, there was no legal 
precedent. 

Much of the October .7 meeting 
and more than an hour of the Oc¬ 
tober 14 session were devoted to 
a parliamentary duel between the 
four board members believing the 
transfers should be allowed and 
five who were reluctant to permit 
them. Board chairman Sue V. Mills 
ruled that a motion to block the 
transfers required six votes for ap¬ 
proval, as a motion to reconsider. 
But her ruling was overturned on 
a five-to-four vote, and a resolu¬ 
tion sponsored by board member 
Jesse J. Warr, Jr. to deny the trans¬ 
fers drew the five votes it needed. 
Mills cast the lone “nay” vote, with 
Nicholas R. Eny, Kathleen Barker 
and A. James Golato abstaining. 

Eny said he declined to vote be¬ 
cause he considered the Warr mo¬ 
tion illegal and thus invalid. Eny 
is requesting a review of the ac¬ 
tion by a panel of parliamentarians, 
and a transcript of the debate to 
send to the Maryland State Board 
of Education. Eny has cases pend¬ 
ing before the State board, charg¬ 
ing the Superintendent and the 
board members voting to block the 
transfers with discriminating a- 
gainst white students. A hearing 
examiner will hear arguments on 
that in November. 


Cities Adopt 1977 
Legislative Progrem 

Greenbelt officials along with 
other municipal officials from ac¬ 
ross the state met in Hagerstown 
October 7-9 and adopted resolu¬ 
tions of policy which will be the 
legislative program for the Mary¬ 
land Municipal League during the 
1977 session of the General Assem¬ 
bly. 

The assembled municipal offici¬ 
als took favorable action on resolu¬ 
tions to: 

(1) Allow municipal governments 
to *receive. full credit instead of the 
current Vfe credit for automobiles 
registered to municipal residents 
for purposes of the state’s high¬ 
way user revenue distribution to 
local governments. 

(2) Define the limits of public 
official tort liability and the scope 
of immunity from liability. 

(3) Provde a direct semiannual 
state payment to municipalities for 
their respective* share of horse ra¬ 
cing revenues without the reven¬ 
ues passing through the. counties; 

(4) Allow municipal governments 
to contract directly with the Mary¬ 
land State Police for participation 
in the resident trooper program 
without counties acting as signa¬ 
tories ; 

(5) Provide the same supplemen¬ 
tal grant of the. State Aid for Po¬ 
lice Protection Fund to municipal 
governments that is currently pro¬ 
vided to county governments. 

(6) Allow municipal govern¬ 
ments to participate in the State 
Employees Retirement System with 
retirement credit commencing on 
the date of entry and with an op¬ 
tion to allow credit for previous 
municipal service; 

(7) Provide ^hat municipal gov¬ 
ernments be treated as other local 
governments in that they not be 
required to pay property taxes on 
any property they may purchase 
for public purpose; 

(8) Provide a direct quarterly 
state payment to municipalities for 
their respective shares of the State 
Aid for Police Protection Fund 
without the revenues passing 
through the counties. 

(9) Supporting income tax re¬ 
form, and providing a substantial 
increase in the municipal share of 
the income tax on some base other 
than the current net taxable income 
of municipal residents. 

The Ways and Means Chairman 
told the assembled League dele¬ 
gates that 1977 would not only be 
the year for tax reform, but would 
most likely also be the year for 
new tax revenue proposals. He ad¬ 
vised that the municipalities need¬ 
ed to get together with the county 
governments so that both could 
share any benefits that may result 
from tax reform.

fla Clinics Rescheduled 

The Prince Georges County Pub¬ 
lic Health Department recently an¬ 
nounced the rescheduling of swine 
flu clinics. The first public clinics 
will bo held on Sat., Oct. 23, and 
Sun., Oct r 24. The Saturday clinic 
will he held from 10 a m. to 4 p.m. 
and the one on Sunday from 1 to 
T p.m. All residents over age 17 
are eligible for free swine flu shots. 

The first clinics will be held in 
eight communities in the county. 
On the following three weekends 
similar programs are tentatively 
planned for others. The nearest 
clinic for Greenbelt residents on 
Sat, Oct. 23, is at Bladensburg Sen¬ 
ior High - 5810 Til den Rd. On Sun¬ 
day the nearest one is at Bowie 
Senior High School, 15200 Annap¬ 
olis Rd., (Rt. 450;. 

There are two types of flu vac¬ 
cines. The one most residents will 
receive is the monovalent vaccine 
that protects against swine flu. The 
other Vaccine is the bivalent vac¬ 
cine. It protects against swine flu 
i rid also against the A /Victoria 
strain of flu that was around last 
winter and is expected again this 
year. Residents who are over 55 
years* of age and persons over 17 
with diabetes, heart, lung or kidney 
diseases will receive the bivalent 
vaccine. 

The U.S. Center for Disease Con¬ 
trol (CDC) is expected to make a 
major announcement on October 
22 outlining its recommendations 
regarding the immunization of 
healthy chldren between ages three 
and 18 years. 

CDC has already recommended 
a series of two shots given four 
weeks apart for youngsters with

special health problems, such as 
heart, lung or kidney disease; dia¬ 
betes; neuromuscular disorders like 
cerebral palsy or muscular dystro¬ 
phy; immune-deficient diseases or 
malignancies. Parents of children 
in these categories are urged to 
discuss vaccination with their pri¬ 
vate physician. The Health Depart¬ 
ment w'ili offer immunizations to 
these special children by appoint¬ 
ment only during the weeks of No¬ 
vember 8 and 15 at the Health De¬ 
partment’s six community health 
centers. When a child comes for 
his or her first appointment, he 
will be given an appointment for 
the booster shot in early December. 
A doctor’s written referral is re¬ 
quired. 

The Health Department will not 
immunize anyone below age 18 
at its public vaccination clinics. If 
the federal government recom- 
m nds vaccination for all child¬ 
ren, the Health Department will 
make separate arrangements to 
immu ni .c m inors^. 

Persons who are allergic to eggs 
or who have received another type 
of vaccination within the last two 
w k : should consult their private 
physicians about being immunized. 
Generally persons should wait four 
to six weeks between immuniza- 
dons. 

Persons coming down with a cold 
or fever should postpone taking the 
du shot until they are feeling bet¬ 
ter and any temperature has gone 

away. 

For further information there is 
a 24-hour swine flu telephone num¬ 
ber, 262-2265, offering accurate in¬ 
formation as well as up-to-date 
schedules of all vaccination clin¬ 
ics provided by the County Health 
Department.

iVA Changes Procedures 
For Getting Learner Permit 

The Motor Vehicle Administra¬ 
tion announced that, effective Oc¬ 
tober 1, an applicant for a Mary¬ 
land driver’s license must first pass 
the vision and law (also known as 
“written") test prior to the issu-^ 
ance of a learner s permit. 

Current procedure permits the is¬ 
suance of a learner's permit prior 
to an applicant passing the vision 
and law tests with the vision, law 
and driving tests being administer¬ 
ed usually at a later date. 

The MVA Administrator conced¬ 
ed that the new procedures may 
work an inconvenience on some ap¬ 
plicants because learner’s permits 
no longer will be available through 
the mail. It will, however be safer. 

Under the new procedure, the 
driving portion of the test will con 
tinue to be administered at least 
14 days after the issuance of the 
learner's permit as required by law. 
The MVA also announced that the 
revised procedures will require that 
on the same day a new driver ap¬ 
plies for his learner’s permit and 
takes the vision and law tests he 
must also present his birth certifi¬ 
cate to verify both his name and 
age.

Oppose Amendment 

The Prince Georges Municipal 
Ass :csat!on recently r fused to 
endorse a proposed constitutional 
amendment giving the county pow¬ 
er to control development in areas 
immediately adjacent to METRO 
stations. This action was taken de¬ 
spite the previous efforts of Asso¬ 
ciation president Gil Weidenfeld in 
securing county council assurances 
that it would not undertake de¬ 
velopment ih a municipality with¬ 
out the municipality’s approval. 

The proposed amendment to be 
voted on as question 19 in the No¬ 
vember election provides that a 
3 4 vote of the county council 
could overcome municipal opposi¬ 
tion. The constitutional amend¬ 
ment applies only to Prince Geor¬ 
ges county, but will be on the No¬ 
vember ballot state-wide. If ap¬ 
proved by the voters, the General 
Assembly will be asked to adopt 
the detailed enabling legislation 
during the session beginning in 
January. 

Apparently the Municipal League 
members wanted to see. the county 
council assurances incorporated in¬ 
to the language of the amendment, 
rather than left to future enabling 
legislation.

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MNCPPC Pays Little Heed 
I o City Council’s Views

Without expressing any of the reservations that the Green- 
belt city council had, the Maryland National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (county planning board) on October 14 
approved the latest subdivision plan for the commercially-zoned 
Golden Triangle. According to the city, the board was originally 
expected to take up the matter on Oct. 28 and the earlier consid¬ 
eration date left the city of Greenbelt not fully represented at 
the meeting. 


The planning board said that the 
approval was a routine matter in 
that it was reiterating the same 
conditions that had been imposed 
before. One major condition was 
that there must be a review by 
the planning board of the site plan 
for •ach parcel prior to the releas¬ 
ing of a building permit In tech- 
j%io«i language, this means a site 
ana* 7 *is in regard to possible na 
tural development constraint. 

Conditions 

A spokesman for MNCPPC gave 
the following example. At the. build¬ 
ing permit stage, the urban design 
seefcion of MNCPPC would review 
the types of architecture and col¬ 
ors being planned. This is consid¬ 
ered important because the 57-acre 
Golden triangle — located along 
Greenbelt Road between the Capi 
tai Beltway and Kenilworth Ave. 
— is a highly visible area. 

Another condition laid down by 
the planners is that the MNCPPC 
staff in its review must consult with 
the oity of Greenbelt. 

As for the decision to shift the 
proposed preliminary site for the 
Capitol Cadillac of D.C. auto agen¬ 
cy, the planning board saw no prob¬ 
lems. Such a move is considered 
necessary so that Capitol Cadillac 
would not find itself in the position 
of being in the way of a highway 
ramp if the State Highway Admin¬ 
istration decides to eliminate the 
current South way entrance to the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 

j*nd Cftrvq_put a new entrance at 
the eastern end of the Golden Tri¬ 
angle. This would permit traffic! 
moving west on Greenbelt Rd. to 
connect with the southbound lano 
of Ifce B-W Parkway. 

In connection with the latter, the 
subdivision plan was modified at 
the Get. 14 meeting to allow addi¬ 
tional land for the ramp. The la¬ 
test from the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration fSHA) is that pos¬ 
sibly 7 to 9 acres may be needed. 
Complicating the problem is the 
location of the PEPCO unmanned 
substation which may take up to 
1.5 acres in the same area. 

The city council had asked for 
disapproval of the plan because of 
the traffic effects of the ramp, the 
piecemeal approach to development 
of the tract, lack of access to city- 
owned property, and possible, main¬ 
tenance problems for a pond and 
landscaping area. 

With respect to the latter item, 
MNCPPC sa,id that this portion of 
tiie land will be separately-main¬ 
tained and owned by the owner, 
Kenneth H. Michael Companies. 
The pond has the two-fold pur¬ 
pose of storm water retention and 
beautification. 

At Monday's council meeting, 
councilman Dick Pilski comment¬ 
ed that it was odd that MNCPPC 
insists upon an overall develop¬ 
ment plan for Beltway Plaza, but 
not for the Golden Trangle. 

Council Protest* 

In a letter to the county delega¬ 
tion to the- State legislature re¬ 
leased last last week, Greenbelt 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld on behalf of 
council objected to the proposed 
SHA purchase of the Golden Tri¬ 
angle acreage. Besides question¬ 
ing the need for substituting the 
Golden Triangle ramp for the 
Southway entrance, Weidenfeld 
foresaw added traffic congestion 
for Greenbelt streets and the Green¬ 
belt Road-Kenilworth intersection. 
He noted that the- ramp is not 
part of any approved plan. 

He also protested the fact that 
SHA acted without consulting the 
city. It was further noted that if 
the land is not used for the ramp 
it might be sold back to private in¬ 
terests at a time when it would be 
less suitable for quality develop¬ 
ment than if it had remained part 
of the larger tract. 

Wants Quality Development 
Earlier in a letter to county ex¬ 
ecutive Winfield M. Kelly and the 
county council, Weidenfeld expres¬ 


sed the city’s reservations regard¬ 
ing the development plan for the 
tract. The county council had ap¬ 
proved water and sewer authori¬ 
zation for Capital Cadillac last 
May on the grounds that it would 
lead to “quality development.” 

Weidenfeld foresaw this decision 
as simply encouraging the Golden 
Triangle to “become just another 
hodge podge of small commercial 
developments typical of so many 
other areas in the county.” The 
latest plans he said, call for an 
automobile dealership, a PEPCO 
substation and a highway ramp. 

“The uses proposed to date for 
the Golden Triangle,” he said, “are 
not the kind that are supportive 
of quality development for the re¬ 
maining land. The loss of so much 
land to these inconsequential uses 
will rule out a number of uses 
that require more land than is 
now available. It is a sad commen¬ 
tary on this county’s efforts to 
achieve quality development when 
number one ranking for sewer au¬ 
thorization is given to an automo¬ 
bile dealership.” 

Weidenfeld also noted that the 
SHA purchase will remove valua¬ 
ble land from the tax rolls. 

He ended on the strong words. 
“If this county truly wants qual¬ 
ity development, it must fight for 
it in every way possible. We be¬ 
lieve the Golden Triangle is the 
battlefield and that it is long past 
time for the county government to 
join the battle.”

Employee Pension Plan 
Amended by GHI Board

Employees of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. stand to benefit through 
amendments to the existing pen¬ 
sion plan adopted by the board of 
directors on Oct. 14. Director 
James R. Foster, chairman of the 
finance committee, presented the 
proposal, which is the product of 
2 years or more of study. 

The committee recommended 
that the contract with Bankers Life 
Company be continued in amended 
form. Comptroller Don McGinn 
submitted a detailed tabulation 
showing for each employee the 
monthly pension which would be 
due at age 65 under the present 
plan and under the proposed plan. 
Most employees would receive 
higher pensions under the proposed 
plan — some of them substantially 
higher - according to this tabula¬ 
tion. The action taken by the 
board provides that no one would 
draw a lesser pension. 

As the matter had been given 
careful study and discussed by the 
board at previous meetings, the 
committee's recommendation was 
quickly adopted. This provides for 
retirement credit up to 30 years 
of service, based on 1.5 percent of 
average salary. In addition the new 
retirement plan will provide for 
term life insurance equal to twice 
the annual salary of the employee. 

Deferral of Increase* - 

On the method of financing a pro¬ 
gram of deferred Increases in 
monthly charges for certain elderly 
GHI members, director Foster said 
the finance committee was ready 
to recommend that funds for fi¬ 
nancing the program be taken from 
other earned income of the cor¬ 
poration; that the principal and 
interest be returned to it; and 
that the criteria for eligibiliy “be 
those proposed by the GHI Mem¬ 
ber and Community Relations com¬ 
mittee, which are understood to 
be the same as those of the City 
of Greenbelt” 

On motion of director Ted Byerly 
the motion was amended to re¬ 
quire that the amount to be so ex¬ 
pended be shown in the annual 
budget for each year. The amend¬ 
ment was adopted and the amen¬ 
ded motion passed without dissent. 

Other Matters 

GHI president James Smith re¬ 
ported that the Director of Main¬ 
tenance George Craft was separated 
two weeks ago and the board is 
reviewing this action. 

Management submitted a mem¬ 
orandum on hospitalization insur¬ 
ance for GHI employees, of which 
the corporation pays 65 percent 
and the employee 35 percent. Man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears pointed out 
that when the current contract 
with Blue Cross-Blue Shield ex¬ 
pires at the end of 1976 there will 
be a sharp rise in premiums which 
will increase the corporation’s 
share by almost $10,000 a year. 
The board agreed that other sys¬ 
tems of hospitalization insurance 
should be explored. 

During the remainder of the ses¬ 
sion, which was adjourned by 9:30 
p.m., the board listened patiently 
to member requests and reached 
decisions involving in one case 
presale inspection of a GHI home 
and in the other the size and loca¬ 
tion of an addition.
